General Aguilar flatly refused te 
furnish bail and declined te aceept 
offers of various persons to de #0. 
He informed the officers that he ex 
pected them to pay him the courtesy 
accorded a distinguished international 


prisoner and allow him to make a 


had just left. He was detained in 
the office of the. United States mar- 
shal while that official pondered over 
the request, then the marshal sent 
him to the house of detention. 

In a telegram to his wife in San 
Antonio he said he preferred not to 
make bond and that he hoped all true 
Mexicans who were arrested for the 
seme cause in the future would fol- 
low his example.

General Aguilar has been an exile 
from Mexico since the death of Gen- 
eral Carranza, and after fleeing to 
Cuba made his way to San Antonio, 
where he has resided several years. 

He refused to say why he was 
going: to Vera: Cruz; but it was ru- 
mored in Mexican circles here that 
something important was brewing. 


Reports were that a revolution within 
the revolutionary camp at Vera Cruz 
was in prospect and that one of the

angerous, Says Glass 


Virginia Senator Declares 
Principle of Tax Cut Pro- 
gram Was First Pro- 
posed by Democrats. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

Washington, January 18.—‘“Blind 
adoption” by congress of the tax re- 
vision plan of Secretaty Mellon 
“might work a hardship on a great 
number of people,” Senator Carter 
Glass, of Virginia, declared in an 
address here today at a meeting of 
the American Bankers’ league. A 
delegation of the league appeared be- 
fore the house ways and means com- 
mittee today in suppport of the Mel- 
lon plan. 

While indorsing the “so-called Mel- 
lon principle” of fixing a lower sur- 
tax maximum, Sepator Glass attacked 
other features of the Mellon plan 
and advocated the proposed modifi- 
cations of the plan brought forward 
by Representative Garner, democrat, 
Texas, which he said would benefit 
“many millions of Americans of mod- 
erate income.” 

Not for Cut in Privilege. 


The former secretary of the treas- | 


ury attacked the proposal to deprive 
states, municipalities and the federal 
government of the privilege of issu- 
ing tax-exempt securities, declaring 
this never could be done through an 
amendment to the constitution. 

Senator Glass pointed out that as 
secretary of the treasury himself he 
had recommended in his annual re 
port to corgress in 1920 the “reduc- 
tion of the national tax and cutting 
down of all upper brackets of the sur- 
tax.” He said that he had then “laid 
down anew the perfectly recognized 
principle that the surtax could be 
placed at a figure which would not 
deprive the government of revenue, 
nor divert capital from productivity.” 

Secretary Houston, before Mr. Mel- 
lcn, had atso “more emphatically and 
more elaborately” presented the mat- 
ter of tax reduction in his report to 
congress, the senator said, and the 
proposal also had been introduced by 
himself as chairman of the resolutions 
committee of the last democratic na- 
tional convention, 

Bonus to Fail. 

Had not Mr. Mellon been so frank 
in his letter to Chairman Green, of 
the ways and means committee, in ex- 
plaining that similar proposals had 
been sent to congress by two demo- 
ertic secretaries of the treasury, 
Senator Glass said, “I might have been 
tempted to accuse him of plagiarism, 
becruse the language is very similar.”’ 

“I don’t suy that for political ef- 
fect,” he added, “but simply to state

seek to amend the bill to this effect 
on the floor.

New York, January 18.—Ziggy has 
had his annual moan. It always 
comes after the premiere of a new 
Follies. He holds up his artistic 
hands and cries “No more Ziegfeld 
Follies.” He sighs at production 
costs. The first revue fost $13,000 
and the present one $350,000, he 
says. . 

But next year Ziggy will be back 
“glorifying the American girl.” The 
Follies is as much an institution as 
the seventh inning stretch and Zieg- 
feld has made a fortune producing 
them. First nighters smile at his cry 
of increasing costs. 

They wonder if he remembers the 
first Follies seats were $1.50 each and 
his latest one $22.50 a seat, and most 
of the choice seats fell into the hands 
of speculators who doubled the price. 
There is no doubt Ziegfeld is the pace 
maker in spectacular revues. 

A dozen shows have stolen his name 
—The Follies. Yet the public has 
been mighty good to him. He lives 
the most extravagantly of any man in 
New York. A country estate, a Park 
avenue apartment, the finest suite in 
a smart New York hotel, a villa at 
Palm Beach and a Paris home—are al] 
bis. 

To say nothing of six imported mo 
tor cars, Sidney, bis English valet, and 
things like that. Without the Follies 
he would have to retrench. He tells 
of two men who did nothing but move 
chairs about for six days during re 
hearsals drawing $172. 

Still I know of a fellow who did 
nothing but sing one risque song for 
five minutes in his show drawing S300 
a week. The truth is that so long as 
Ziegfeld receives public patronage he 
will continue.

Story of Two Outstanding Events 


As Related by Judge W. H. Black 


At the annual dinner of the Geor-! 
gin Society of New York, held at the 
Hotel Commodore Monday, January 
14, in honor of ex-Governor Harris 
and Judge William H. Black, the lat- 
ter who is a member of the supreme 
court of New York state, delivered a 
most interesting address touching two 
widely differing but intensely interest- | 
ing and outstanding events in Geor- 
gia’s history. 

One of these was the story of the 
notorious Yazoo land fraud, and the) 
spectacular burning of the infamous} 
documents, as a result of the aroused 
conscience of a whole people against 
the conspirators. Judge Black tells 
the story in a most attractive, grip 
ping manner. 

The other was the story of Dr. 
Long's discovery of ether for anes- 
thetic use. 

The full speech of Judge Black fol- 
lows: 

In 1789 the western part of the state of 
Georgia embraced the land now comprised 
within the boundaries of Alabama and Mis- 
sissippt. 

There was a river called the Yasoo, which 
ran into the Mississippi. Near this river, 
both north and south of it, there were mil- 
lions of acres of rich lands, which excited 
the cupidity of the biggest speculators of 
that day. They knew that the title to the 
lands was not clear, because there was a 
dispute with Spain (which then owned 
Louisiana) regarding state boundaries, and 
a dispute with the Indians who had been 
the original owners. 

In 1789 several companies were organised, 
to whom the state of Georgia sold fifteen 
and a half millions of acres for a little 
more than two hundred thonsand dollars. 

President George Washington had said in 
a proclamation that the proposed sale was 
illegal and unconstitutional, because ne- 
gotiations regarding the boundaries were 
then pending between the United States and 
Spain, and because, according to the federal 
constitution, no state could sell wild lands 
until all Indian claims bad been extinguished 
by treaty. 

In 1793 a new and powerful company was 
organized to purchase additional lands along 


the Yazoo river. The new company’s prin- 
cipal officer.was General James Gunn, whose | 
personality was so strong that in spite of | 
powerful opposition he had been elected) 
United States senator from Georgia. 

Another strong officer was Judge James | 
Wilson, of Pennsylvania, a justice of the 
United States supreme court, one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence, 
and formerly a member of the continental | 
congress, 

Wilson was so deep in the plot to buy 
this vast tract of land, comprising about | 
forty million acres, for five bundred thou- 
sand dollars, that be wrote a letter from | 
the senate, in which he claimed to bave | 
secret information that Spain would with- | 
draw her claim to the land, and that it 
would rapidly rise in value. 

He advocated the most brazen bribery, 


‘advising that the men behind the scheme) 


be prepared with money te pay members of | 
the Georgia legislature for their votes. 

In 1795 the Georgia legislature met again. 
The conspirators had twenty-five thousand 
dollars cash on hand, and a great quantity ' 
of land shares, to corrupt the legislature. | 

Some of the members were bribed, and the | 
legislature passed an act selling forty mil- | 
lion aeres of land for five hundred thou- | 
sand dollars. The act itself only purported | 
to sell twenty-one million acres, but when | 
the boundaries were measured it was found | 
to comprise forty millions. 

There were no newspapers, railroads or | 
telegraphs in those days, the mails were | 
slow, and communication between the dif-) 
ferent parts of the state was very diffi- 
cult, | 

At that time the great James Jackson was 
in the United States senate. He had been 
offered five bundred thousand acres of land 
if he would keep silent about this conspiracy, 
but he said to the conspirators: 

“Il have voted for the people of Georgia, 
that this land belongs to them and their 
children. Not for all the world would I de- 
fraud them of it. I will do all in my power 
to thwart your scheme.’’ 

After denouncing the scheme in the sen- 
ate, he resigned, and came to Georgla to 
fight the conspirators. He ran for the legis- 
lature from Chatham county (Savannah) to 
fight the act authorizing the Yazoo company 
to purchase the land, because he said the 


| act was unconstitutional, as had been point- , 
ed out by 


President Washington, and be- 
cause its passage had been obtained by} 
fraud and bribery. 
As a result. of the gallant fight he made, | 
the legislature passed a resolution that the | 
act be publicly burned in the presence of | 
the governor. At noon the governor, the) 
state house officers, and the whole legis- | 
lature formed in a circle around a pile of 
fat pine light-wood in front of the capitol 
building at Louisville, Georgia. The govern- | 
or, then the secretary of state, then the | 
speaker of the legislature, each looked at | 
the act (which was engrossed on parchment, | 
with the seal of Georgia in massive wax) to

was then laid on the rich pine kindling- 


| weed. There were no friction matches in | 


those days, and a man started to light the 
wood by striking a spark from a flint and 
steel. But at this moment General Jack- 
eon came forward and said that the fire 
which consumed that infamous paper should 
be drawn from the heaven iteelf. Then 
drawing a sun-glases from his pocket, he 


, focused the rays of the sun on the pile of 


wood. It soon kindled Into a Diaze. The 


clerk of the legislature threw the accursed | 


document into the flames. It quickly be- 
came ashes, and as the gray cinders fell 
to the earth the clerk said: 

‘May God save the state and preserve her 
rights, and may every attempt to injure 
them perish, as these corrupt papers now 
do."” 

With great fairness the state returned the 
five hundred thousand dollars the Yazoo 
company had paid the state. 

In 1802 Georgia ceded to the United States 
the whole Yazoo region, and later congress 
returned to the innocent victims the money 
they had paid for stock in the company. 

Thus ended the greatest land fraud ever 
perpetrated in the United States, and since 
that date there has never been a scandal in 
the affairs of the state. 

There sit before you tonight some of the 
descendants of those same patriots who by 
their heroic action saved the good name of 
the state of Georgia, and set an example to 
posterity never excélled in history. 

In March, 1912, a bronze medallion tab- 
let was erected in the medical laboratory of 
the University of Pennsylvania, at Philadel- 
phia, as a memorial to the discoverer of the 
use of sulphuric ether to deaden pain. 

The name of that discoverer of the use 
of anacethetics, which bas done more than 
any other medical discovery eto make sur- 
gical operations possible, was Dr. Crawford 
Williamson Long. 

Dr. Long, a native of Jackson, Jefferson 
county, Georgia, had studied medicine in 
the hospitals of New York and Philadelphia 
in 1839. Up to that time ether had been 
used only to exhilarate, and Dr. Long had 


| indulged in at least one “ether frolic’’ in 


the north before he returned to Georgia to 
practice medicine. 

There is in existence a letter of February 
10, 1842, from Dr, Long to Dr. Goodman, 
of Athens, Georgia, saying there were per- 
sons in Jefferson who were anxious to use 
ether. 

Laughing gas, too, was used for its ex- 
bilarating effects, but laughing gas was not 
used to deaden pain until 1844. In 1841 Dr.

Long’s friends asked him to let them ex- 


perience the sensation caused by laughing 
gas, but he had none, 60 he suggested the 
use of sulphuric ether. 

Dr. Goodman eays Dr. Long frequently 
bad inhaling parties, and that in November, 
1841, Dr. Long told him he believed there 
could be an operation without the patient 
feeling pain, if he was given ether to in- 
hale. 

Dr. Long’s ether frolics were indulged in 
as far as 20 miles from home, at Athens. 
During these frolics he noticed that falls 
of force sufficient to have ordinarily caused 
pain did not produce the least sense of 
pain on the part of individuals who had 
taken ether. 

Dr. Long undoubtedly arrived at his con- 
clusions at least a month before be. CG. FZ 
Jackson, of Boston, made a similar discov- 
ery. Dr. Jackson did not communicate his 
idea of deadening pain by the use of an 
anaesthetic to his friends until 1845, when 
he suggested it to Dr. Morton, who applied 
it successfully in the latter part of the year 
1845. 

In March, 1842, James Venable, in Geor- 
gia, had two operations under ether adminis- 
tered on a towel by Dr. Long, and after 
he recovered consciousness, it bad been 80 
painless that be would not belleve be had 
been operated upon. 

The documentary proof of this operation 
is the original account rendered Venable for 
the operation and the ether, and the original 
entry for these items in Dr. Long's book of 
accounts kept at the time. 

Dr. Goodman says he aleo saw James 
Venable the same spring, who told his that 
he had felt no pain during the operation. 

There is also an affidavit of James E. 
Keys that in 1842 he saw Dr. Long's opera- 
tion op Venable after inhaling sulpburic 
ether from a towel, 

In 1844, stilt a year before Dr. Jackson's 
announcement of bis diseovery, Dr. Long 
had pulled a tooth, and had amputated two 
fiugers for another man, taking off one 
finger under ether and the other without 
it. in order to demonstrate the difference 
in the sensations. 

rs. Jackson and Morton patented their 
claim under the name of ‘‘Lethion,’’ but 
they did not prevent the use of it by the 
profession generally. The priority of the 
discovery by Dr. Long is no longer assailed. 

Dr. Long’s claim was that he preceded all 
others in the discovery and utilization of 
surgical anaesthesia by the inhalation of 
ether. 

Dr. Jackson himself, when he learned of 
the work of Dr. Long, graciously retracted 
any claim that he was the original dis- 
coverer. I believe this retraction appears 
in the Boston Surgical and Medical Journal 
in 1861.

Misunderstanding af the provisions 
of the revenue act relating to person- 
al expenditures is indicated in the 
returns of many taxpayers. Claims 
ere made for deductions of house rent, 
carfare to and from the taxpayer's 
place of business, amounts spent in 
improvement of the taxpayer's dwell- 
ing, and similar items, All these are 
personal or living expenses, deduc- | 
tion of which from gross income is 
expressly disallowed by the statute. 

A physician who malintaing an of- 
fice in a rented home may deduct the 
proportion of such rent properly 
chargeable to the portion used for | 
professional purposes, If, however, 
be maintains en office elsewhere and 
incidentally receives patients at his 
home, he is not entitled to deduct 
any part of bis rent for his residence 
as a business expense. 

If a physician owns the home or 
building in which his office is located, 
no deduction for rent is allowed un- 
less the amount of rent claimed is re- 
ported by him as income. The reason 
is that money paid as rent becomes 


income to some one, and, in this in- 
stance, the physician is that person- 
However, a professional man who 
maintains an office in a home or 
building owned by him may deduct 
fig a business expense a proportional 
part of the amount properly charge- 
able to the use of such offices for 
heat; light, insurance, repairs, depre- 
ciation, etc., which he may not de 
duct on that part of the house used 
as a residence. 

Other deductions not infrequently 
claimed by taxpayers but disallowed 
hy the revenue act as “family or liv- 
ing expenses” are amounts spent for 
food, clothing and education of chil- 
dren, hire of domestic servants, and 
similar items for the upkeep of a 
home,

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GOLD 70 YEARS 


BY KARL W. MILLER, 
Moro Velho, Krazil, January 18.— 
The oldest mining company and the 
deepest mine in the world are located 
at this place. 
The St. John de! Rey Mining Co., 


Ltd., a British firm, has been mining}. 


gold in this district since 18350. It 
has been working in the present mine 
at Morro Velho for TU years and 
every year has paid a handsome profit. 


The present mine has a vertical depth 
of U,109 feet and the last level upened 
has proved to be the richest in its 
history. ‘hese facts should convince 
the most skeptical that Brazil has 
mineral resources. 

Gold is not, however, any longer 
Brazil's forte in the matter of muin- 
eral wealth. Large scale exploita- 
tion in the future will pndoubtedly 
be more concerned with iron, copper, 
Manganese and the other more use- 
ful metals that abound in many parts 
of this immense country. 

Gold mining is at present a mori- 
bund industry. It had had its day of 
glory. It was Brazilian gold that led 
to the early colonizing of Brazil. It 
was Brazilian gold that drained Por- 
tugal of her population and left her 
the third rate power she is today. It 
was Brazilian gold, incidentally, that 
least in part, for the 
present greatness of Great LBritain, 
for it was as a supplier and carrier 
for the Portuguese dominions when 
Portugal was great that Great Britain 
was given her statt as a commercial 
nation. 

Production Lower. 

Brazilian gold production has been 
very slowly diminishing for many 
bit may at any time undergo 
an rejuvenation. Very considerable 
amounts of the precious metal are an- 
nually washed from the beds of 
creeks and rivers by Negro mipers 
who work with the primitive tools of 
the early California prospector. Where 
there is so much alluvial gold it 
stands to reason there must somewhere 
exist rich reefs and veins from which 
the dust and nuggets were originally 
washed by erosion, and discovery of 
one of these deposits might lead to a 
period of intensive exploitation. 

Most of the gold is mined in this 
state of Minas Geraes, but it also is 
found in the huge interior states of 
Gioyaz and Matto Grosso and several 
others. Very little comprehensive 
and scientific exploration has been 
done, however. 

The St. John del Rey company is 
an institution in Brazil—and in Lon- 
don. Its output is as stable as the 
income of a hank and its shares are 
regarded as an equally solid invest- 
ment, 

Though Morro Velho is a mining 
company town, it bears little re- 
semblance to the picture that phrase 
calls up. The average mining town 


is ray and new in appearance, Morro 
Velho, like its mine, is old. Its one 
and two-story adobe houses with their 
tile roofs and its steep cobblestoned 
streets nestle in the bottom and on 
the sides of the narrow valley with 
a comfortable air of permanence. 
Fithout being decrepit, it looks as 
Ancient as any of the ancient cities 
that are scattered over the _ state 
wherever gold or diamonds were found 
in colonial times. The company quar- 
ters, cottages, offices and clubs which 
perch on the wooded hills round about 
are spick and span, with graveled 
walks and well kept roadways running 
here and there between them, but they 
too impress you as being solid and 
permanent. 
Depend on Gold Flow. 
It is hard to realize that this city 


‘of 12,000 people, its shops, its busy 
‘stamp mills, its railroad yards and 


lumber mills all depend on the flow 
of gold bearing rock from the mouth 
of the mine a quarter mile away. 
But their depefidence on it is in fact 
absolute. Pinching out of the vein 
would mean to these people a _ loss 
of a mode of life and an occupation 
that has been theirs and their fore- 
fathers for generations. This is 
even true to some extent of the Brit- 
ish personnel of the mine, some of 
whom have been working here in 
exile for many years, 

Not only the town itself, bit the 
entire district is absolutely depend- 
ent on the mine, Miners, shopkeep- 
ers, native Jumbermen, charcoal 
burners who provide fuel for the 
forges, mule train drivers who fur 
nish most of the transportation for 
the district, cow herders who care 
for the company’s stock, growers of 
garden truck and farmers, all de- 
pend on the flow of gold for their 
livelihood. There are even those 
who eke out a slender living by 
panning gold from the tailings and 
sump water in the river below the 
town. The boring of each succes 
sive new level, consequently, means 
an anxious and thrilling 
Morro Velho, as well as for London 
stockholders. 

Vein Goes On. 

Fortunately the vein shows no sign 
of ending. As stated, the last level 
bored developed even better mineral 
than ita predecessors. and there is no 
geologist who is willing to make a 
prediction as to the extent of the 


change in the direction of the vein, 
the tendency being for it to curve 
more and more toward the horizontal 
but the size of the vein did not di- 
minish. The annual gold production 
of the mine is valued at about half a 
million pounds sterling, which after 
70 years of mining is an output not 
to he sneezed at. 

The reserve ore in sight, that is 
the ore between levels and ready to 
be mined, alone amounts to over 
or enough to keep 


Mining naturally becomes more ex 
pensive as the depth increases. The 
cost of hauling the mineral to the sur- 
face from the bottom level, more than 
a mile below ground, is necessarily 
excessive. Two hours of working 
time are consumed bv the miners in 
getting to and from the hottom of the 
mine. The thaft is, of course, not 
sunk vertically, but in a_ series of 
steps, 

In addition it has heen found 
necessary to install an extensive and 
powerful cooling and _ ventilating 
system, for the deepest mine in the 
world is naturally also the hottest. 
The temperatures at the bottom 
levels are terrific. On the twenty- 
second level. which is the lowest. 
the miners work in a temperature of 
a trifle over 9S degrees, and fre- 
quent resting spells are necessary. 
If on this bottom level you place 
vour hand against the rock wall of 
the workings you will find the ter- 
perature to be a little more than 11] 
degrees. In new workings where the 
cooling effect of the alr has not had 
time to do its work, the rock tem- 
peratures run as high as 120. It may 

that the difficulties of, mining and 
expense of cooling the air at these 
great depths, and not failure of the 
deposit, will be the final factor that 
will call a halt to mining in the 
present shaft. 

Two Shafts Failed. 

This shaft is the third the company 
has sunk in the Mvurro Velho deposit. 
The first struck an _ uhecontrollable 
flow of water and was flooded. The 
second caved in with large loss of life. 

In the present shaft, despite its 
great depth. fatalities are compara- 
tively few—four last year.

impossible to induce the minets to 
change to warmer clothing on emerg- 
ing from the hot atmosphere of the 
mine into the comparatively l-w tem- 
peratures prevailing on the surface. 

The Brazilian government forbids 
the export of gold. All the gold mined 
in Brazil must be disposed of within 
the borders of the country. The St. 
John del Rey company sells its entire 
output to the government at a price 
fixed by the current market rate of 
peunds sterling in Brazilian milreis. 
The result is that when exehange 
goes against Brazil and the value of 
the wilreis drops the mining com- 
pany profits tremendously, for it pays 
its labor and many other costs, not 
of course in pounds sterling, but in 
milreis. When exchange is high, it 
virtually ceases all work at the mine 
that is not directly connected with the 
production of gold, laying off large 
numbers of its men and cutting pro- 
duction to a minimum. Correspond- 
ingly, when exchange drops and prices, 
in terms of gold, are low, there is great 
activity. 

Has to Grow Trees. 

There are a number of other in- 
teresting facts about the St. John del 
Rey company. Due to its long oper- 
ation in the district the country has 
become deforested and the company 
has found itself obliged to resort to 
reforestration, not only to provide it- 
self with the timber it needs for tmin- 
ing purposes and for the production | 
of charcoal, but also to conserve and | 
protect the water supply on which it | 
depends for the electricity that runs 
its hoists and stgmp mills. Electric | 
power is a necessity in mining opera- ; 
tions in this part of Brazil: for import- 
ed coal costs 10 pounds, or nearly | 
$50 a ton. 


The company owns and 
operates 500 pack mules, but recently 
found itself obliged to resort to motor, 
transportation when the native dealers 
who had been supplying it with part 
of its timber struck for higher prices. 
Motor trucks saved the situation 
handily and the company is now 
motorizing, the three varieties of 
trucks finally settled on as stan- 
dard being all made in Detroit. It is 
now building roads for the trucks to 
run on. 

The company has discovered that its | 
properties contain, besides gold, large! 
and high grade deposits of iron and 
manganese. It is possible, if these 
deposits prove as promising as they 
are said to be, that exhaustion of the 
gold vein may not after all mean the 
end of the town of Morro Velho,
